Count Cayour’s world-wide reputation as a 
statesman has been obtained by the inception 
of four great measures of reform: 1. The final 
suppression of the Roman Catholic monastic or- 
dera througbout the kingdom and the seculariza- 
tion of their estates, (excepting the female chari- 
table orders), the abolition of ecclesiastical 
courts and of the church tithes, the subjection 
of the priests to the civil law in common 
with other citizens, which brought bim 
iu collision with the Pope, who excom- 
municated him and all who participated in the 
movement—in return for which Cavour ex- 
pelled the rebellious Archbishops of Turin ana 
Cagliari. 2. The manifesto which committed 
Sardinia to the Anglo-French alliance against 
Russia, and led her to send a contingent to the 
Crimea. 3. The paper presented by Cavour io 
the Paris Conference of 1856, calling for a settle- 
ment of the Italian question by the separation 
of the Papal Legations (Bologna, Ferrara and 
the Romagna) from the Pontifical rule, by the 
removal of foreign troops from Rome, and by 
compelling the King of Naples to moderate his 
system of government. 4. The late movement 
to expel Austria from ber ill-gotten provinces 
of Lombardy and Venice. Of these, the first 
mentioned is by far the most important reform 
in behalf of religious and constitutional liberty 
in Europe, of Cavour’s life, and since this is the 
only considerable event in the illustrious Sar- 
dinian’s career which American readers are not 
familiar with, we shall here give a brief sketch 
of the interesting movement. — 

The Constitution of Sardinia was put in 

in the year 1848. The convulsions of that pe- 
riod, commencing with the dethronement of 
nearly all the Italian sovereigns, the Pope in- 
cluded, with the expulsion of the Austrians 
from Lombardy by the Sardinian King, Charles 
Albert, and ending with the reinstatement of all, 
the reconquest of Lombardy and the total de- 
teat of Charles Albert at Novara—singularly 
enough made Sardinia the freest nation on the 
continent of Europe, after Switzerland and the 
four free cities of Germany. The Constitution 
forced from Charles albert in that year and 
which remains the fundamental law of Sar- 
dinis, may be summed up as follows :— 
The State of Sardinia is a representative 
monarchy ; the throne is hereditary; the exec- 
utive power is concentrated in him, with the 
power to appoint all officers and to conclude 
treaties, but no treaty involving taxation or a 
variation of territory shall be valid without the 
concurrence of the Legislature ; the Legislative 
power is vested in the King, Senate and Cham 
ber of Deputies, which must be convoked onc 
a year; the Senate is composed of members 
nominated by the King from the ranks of the 
clergy, from the Chamber of Deputies, from the 
Ministers of State, judges, generals, admirals

All these measures were brought forward and 
put in force by the Ministry of the Marquis d 
Azeglio, Who is still living in Turin, combining 
in bie on person the qualities of a firm, 
able, and enlightened statesman, a success- 
fal painter, and a popular novelist. Like 
Cavour, he commenced his career as the 
‘editor of a political paper, Z’ Amico d’ alia. 

resigned his post on ac- 
count of ill health, and was succeeded by 
Cavour. The work of purifying the kingdom 
of clerical abuses so successfully begun, fell 
into good hands. Our space will not permit a 
detailed account of the the struggle which was 
brought to a close by the suppression of seve- 
ral hundred monasteries and convents, and the 
subjection of their property to the jurisdiction 
of the civillaw, like the property of other citi- 
zens—a measure which necessitated the banish- 
ment of the two archbishops above mentioned. 
The next grievances offered to the Holy See, 
in the order of their oceurrence, were as fol- 
lows : a law to regulate the institution of mar- 
riage, setting at nought the Papal doctrine that 
that every marriage contracted othepwise than 
a3 a sacrament is pure concubivage; a law es- 
tablishing religious toleration, whereby, as the 
Pope alleged, “the memorable outrage was 
“offered to the Catholic Church of seeing erect- 
“ed within its own bosom temples of Protes- 
tantism, in despite of the unanimous outcry 
“of the bishops ;” a tax laid upon all corpora- 
tions, which held lucrative property, lay and 
clerical alike ; and last, greatest, worst of all, the 
suppression of the monastic o 
tine, Franciscan, Cistercian, Carthusian, Domi- 
nican, Ursuline, ete.,) and the transfer of the 
enormous property they had begged, robbed 
and variously scraped together, from the hands 
of the unemployed to the active members of the 
spiritualty. The charitable orders were care- 
fulty excluded from the provisions of the mea- 
sure, The law did not seck to banish any one, 
but simply to destroy the civil personality of 
the orders, or that form of legalized existence 
and privilege which the law gives to certain 
religious and educational corporations. This 
movement was the subject of a protracted con- 
troversy both with the Papal government and 
the resident clergy, but Cavour carried it 
through with resolution and prudence, receiv- 
ing the hearty support of the nation. 

It was the finishing blow to the arrogant pre- 
tensions of the Papal power to meddle with the 
temporal affairs of Sardinia. Rome was hum-. 
bled without the use of the sword on Italian 
soil, and her power overthrown among four 
millions of people under the shadows of the 
Alps. On the lith of February, 1855, Count 
‘Cavour delivered a remarkable speech in the 
Sardinian Chamber, which was warmly ap- 
plauded, declaring in substance that the perpet- 
ual agitation of the ultra Catholic party to re- 
cover or obtain ground which never legitimate- 
‘ly belonged to them had resulted in other 
countries in placing the ultra Protestants in 
power, and in still further reducing the privi- 
leges and diminishing the respect belonging to 
the Holy See. The obvious import of his lan- 
guage was that a similar result might be appre- 
bended in Sardinia.

It is favored by many leading Church- 
men who acknowledge the injustice of the law 
as it now reads on the statute-book, and will 
sooner or later be adopted.

Manifestly there were two points in the Sar- 
dinian Constitution immediately obnoxious to 
the Sovereign Pontiff: First, the freedom of 
the Press, which of necessity abolished the 
ecclesiastical censorship, whereby the people 
aad heretofore been prevented from damning 
themselves with schismatic books and newspa- 
pers; and Second, the equality of all classes of 
citizens in the presence of the civil law—the 
clergy and the monastic orders having previ- 
ously been subject only to the ecclesiastical! 
courts established by the Pope, except in the 
higher walks of crime. By a concordat conclud- 
ed in 1841, between Charles Albert and Pope 
Gregory XVI. the latter has sublimely conceded 
to the Sardinian Government the right to pun- 
ish the more flagrant crimes of the clergy. The 
establishment of the constitution, so heretical 
in its provisions, elicited a grow! at Rome, even 
before any aggressive movements had been 
made by the Legislature to give effect to its 
principles. Recognizing the interest which the 


inaugurated, the Sardinian Government, of 
which the Marquis d' Azeglio was then the head 
a i i to Rome in June, 
1848, to negotiate with the Pope and prevent 
any violent disturbang in the relations there- 
‘ore subsisting. The sovereign Pontiff was as 
obstinate as the most vigorous of his Bulls. 
His first reply was that the Vicar of Jesus Christ, 
the successor of St. Peter, was well known to be 
infallible, that though the disei line needful for 
‘aymen might require changes with the progress 
of events, that suitable for ecclesiastics was 
based upon the Divine law and was immovable. 
The most that the Holy See would think of con- 
ceeding would be to review its code and ascer- 
tain whether any concessions or limitations of 
clerical privilege could be granted to the civil 
power. The Sardinian envoy replied that eccle- 
siasties living in civil society constitute one of 
ts integral parts, and while all cases of dogmas, 
sacraments and religious obligations are within 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the Church, all 
civiland criminal causes are naturally within 
the province of the temporal power. The Court 
of Rome rejoined merely that these notions 
were founded on false principles.” 
No progress was made towards a pacific ar- 
rangement of the obligations due from the ec- 
clesiastical to the civil power. But withina 
few months more, two other measures of the 
Sardinian government invoked the maledictions 
of Rome. These were the removal of the de- 
partment of public instruction from the care of

of State, and the expulsion of the Jesuits, who 
were found to be conspiring as usual against 
social order.

They are 
not allowed to enter any of the liberal profes- 
sions; many of the higher vocations of trade 
are not permitted to them ; there are few or no 
branches of. mechanics at which they may 
work for their own account; they 
may not move from place to place except under 
severe restrictions; they may not quit the Em- 
pire without a special license; and, in some 
parts of the Aust dominions, only a certain 
number of persons in every Jewish family are 
suffered to marry; so that a young man must 
await the death of his parent before he can enter 
the state of matrimony. This hideous and de- 
moralizing law is but one of the many horrors 
which Austrian persecution has designed for 
the Israelites living in Austria, and who are 
kept, by the brutal system, in a state of ignor- 
ance which the condition of Jewish populations 
in free countries proves to be abnormal with 
that portion of the human family. 

An English Scandal. 
Disgracefal as were the revelations made in 

the Sickles case of a certain kind of life in this 
country, they have been thrown into the shade 
by a disgusting story just brought before the 
London public. Hardly a year ago Mr, Wm

Editors Press and Tribune: 

Allow me through your columns, to speak 
upon the Sabbath que tion, in behalf of the la- 
bering poor, who have not among their peers, 
the ** tongues of orators, nor the pens of ready 
writers,” to plead their cause, The opinions of 
men, who lived many hundred years ago, con- 
strued to suit the couscientious scruples of sec- 
tarians of this day, with all the arguments that 
can be brought to bear upon the question, can- 
not long coerce the consciences of a free think- 
ing people; and beside, upon whom will this 
coercion be binding? Not upon the riotods, 
debauched men and women, who are the break- 
ers ofevery good moral law, not only on one, 
but seven days of the week; for these, mostly 
have money, and will go and come at their pleas- 
ure. They abuse more beasis, and make far 
more confusion by running berses, and the rat- 
tiling of vehicles, than is occasiened by the horse 
ears.

week, because they must have all they can earn 
to make their wretched homes even tolerable. 
If they have a holiday it must be on the Sab- 
bath. But who are they who would stop the 

les train, on the only day poor people have 
rest and recreation, when they may yo forth, 
to inhale the pure fresh air, and find enjoyment 
in their own way, in the beautiful groves which 
nature offers, alike free, to poor and rich. Cap- 
italists and salaried men, who can afford a Sab- 
bath day conscience as sectarian as the Church 
desires, they ride in their own carriages on the 
Sabbath, and take holidays during the week. 
Little do they know how much of the health and 
happiness of the children of the poor, depends 
upon the decision of this question. 

Could they but see the handreds of wan, pale-
